Thirty for Bertie 


Sports Illustrated, in its May 9 issue. 
gave 4 pages to the death in England of 
Bertie Rogers, “chief chemist in a nation- 
wide perhaps even international, horse- 
doping syndicate.” 

According to the author. Huston Horn, 
reports indicated that the 66-year-old Rog- 
ers had been doping horses for 20 years. 
using ordinary asthma pills as a base for 
his secret concoction. 

Then one day 2 unidentified gentlemen 
took Rogers for a ride, returning him to 
his cottage in Compton in a bloody state 
and with a sizeable bump on his head. 
and shortly thereafter Scotland Yard 
began investigating him. After his first 
interview with detectives. on April 19. 
Bertie ended his own life with a shotgun. 

Chances are the story was being over- 
played, both in Sports Illustrated and in 
the English press. but. as writer Horn 


said. it had been some time since the 
public was treated to a good racing 
scandal. 


Dreyfus and Beau Gar 


The Racing Form’s Tom O'Reilly chat- 
ted with Jack Dreyfus Jr... whose Beau 
Purple. by Beau Gar. had won the Derby 
Trial Stakes on May 3. 

“T went to the races just like any other 
fellow—for fun.” Dreyfus said. “Then I 
went crazy about this *Beau Pere mare. 
Bellesoeur. She was placed second only to 
Bewitch among the fillies in her Experi- 
mental Handicap year. weighted at 117 
pounds. . . . She won 3 of her 5 starts

and was mated to Count Fleet, to produce 
Beau Gar. Count Fleet is also a favorite 
of mine, so when Beau Gar went to stud 
I just had to have a part interest in him. 
. .. Laudy Lawrence wanted $7,000 for a 
quarter-interest. | offered Laudy the cash 
or 150 shares of Polaroid stock. Laudy 
took the stock. It was selling at 46 and a 
fraction. That was in 1954. Since that time 
the stock has been split, 6 shares for one, 
and it now sells for about 240. So it 
seems that I paid about $210,000 for a 
quarter of a horse. That makes Beau Gar 
a decently expensive stallion—worth over 
$800.000." 

Dreyfus has 17 mares at Henry D. 
White’s Plum Lane Farm. Lexington: Last 
year he bred all of them to Beau Gar, 
which he now owns in toto, and 16 got 
in foal. 


All Fouled Up 


Jockey Bobby Nono, a native of Chi- 
cago. was involved in 5 foul claims at 
Sportsman's Park last week, and he won 
every decision. 

He was a party to 4 decisions in one 
day. protesting successfully once himself 
after finishing second. Three other times 
protests by rival jockeys were in vain, as 
Nono hung on to 2 victories and one 
second. Two days later Nono successfully 
claimed foul again after finishing second. 

The inquiry sign was up 11 times dur- 
ing the first 13 days of the meeting, with 
the only changes being the ones in which 
Nono was involved.

About Royal Coinage 
and Venetian Way 


Royal Coinage, sixth ranking sire of 2-year-old money winners 
last year, sired Venetian Way in his first crop. Last year 
Venetian Way was voted “The Most Likely to Succeed” as a 
3-year-old. He was also second highweight on the Experimental 
Handicap. 


Royal Coinage, himself, was a member of the great trio of 
leading 2-year-olds of 1954; the other two were Nashua and 
Summer Tan. Royal Coinage did not race after the Futurity: 
had no opportunity to show his classic potential. 


That the 3-year-old classics were within his scope is seen in 
his pedigree. By Eight Thirty, his dam was the $158,850 stakes 
winner Canina, winner of the Kentucky Oaks and Margarita 
Handicap. Last Saturday, too, his son Venetian Way also 


showed that the classics were within Royal Coinage’s scope. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Venetian Way's Derby 


Bally Ache took the lead shortly after the break. and was 
closely followed by Henrijan in the dash to the first turn. 
Tompion, breaking from the outside post position. was hustled 
into third place on the outside of the leaders, leading Venetian 
Way by about a length and a half. In the backstretch Bally 
Ache increased his margin to about 2 lengths. Approaching 
the half-mile marker, Venetian Way moved up rapidly inside 
of Tompion and took second place as Henrijan faded and 
Tompion shortened stride. 

Venetian Way came abreast of Bally Ache on the final turn 
and drew away steadily, but Bill Hartack rode on as if ex-

pecting a new attack from the rear. He hit Venetian Way 
several times near the three-sixteenths-pole and again near 
the eighth-pole, then hand-rode to a 314-length victory, still 
going away. Seven and a half lengths behind Bally Ache, Vic- 
toria Park finished third. Two generous lengths farther back. 
Tompion lasted just long enough to salvage fourth money from 
Bourbon Prince. The other longshots in the field straggled home 
one by one. The former plater Henrijan, whose fever had sub- 
sided just in time for him to receive veterinary clearance to 
start in the Derby. finished last, more than 50 lengths behind 
the winner.

VENETIAN Way BEAT BaLLy ACHE BY 315 LENGTHS AND HENRIJAN BY MORE THAN A SIXTEENTH OF A MILE. 


Venetian Way’s victory in the 86th Ken- 
tucky Derby was more impressive than 
was indicated by the polite applause from 
the shivering crowd. He had given Bally 
Ache the most thorough thrashing of his 
career, and he had run the mile and a 
quarter in 2:0225 on a track that had 
been soaked by rain during the previous 
night. It was the fastest time for the 
Derby on an off track, and only a second 
slower than Whirlaway’s track record. 

Tompion went off at 11 to 10. He cast 
his left front plate somewhere near the 
half-mile-pole. and thereafter he failed 
to stride out confidently on the greasy 
footing. Bally Ache was second choice at 
17 to 10. He broke from the No. 3 post 
position, made a fast pace (:2325. :4645. 
1:11. 1:36%5). and held on well enough 
to have won the classic in other years 
when the track was less than fast. 

Venetian Way was third choice at the 
generous odds of 63 to 10 because of his 
3-length defeat by Bally Ache on a sim- 
ilar track in the 7-furlong Stepping Stone 
Purse a week earlier, when he had made 
futile runs at Bally Ache on the turn 
and early in the stretch. Trainer Vic 
Sovinski switched from plain to 
stickers for the Derby. but he attributed 
Venetian Way's improved performance to 
a slight difference in the footing. The 
track was drying out at Derby time. and 
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therefore more holding and less slippery 
than it had been for the preliminary race. 
he said. 

The Derby result was a personal tri- 
umph for Sovinski and his owner-partner 
Isaac Blumberg. whose Lincoln Road had 
made the pace in the 1958 Derby only to 
be caught in the last strides and beaten 
by Tim Tam. The trainer had nursed 
Venetian Way through bucked shins. a 
blind splint. bilateral stifle trouble. and 
a severe infestation of bloodworms. In the 
Derby Venetian Way turned in a great 
race. in which luck played no part. ex- 
cept for Tompion. Sovinsky said. “I like 
his chances to win the triple crown.” 
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Robert Wheeler, watching C. V. Whit- 
ney’s colt cool out, commented, “Tompion 
didn’t like the track. Shoemaker had 
placed him forwardly, but he came back 
to him going into the far turn, and then 
didn’t run any more. Venetian Way ran 
a terrific race. but you have got to hand 
it to that Bally Ache. He was beat today, 
but he never quits.” 

Wheeler said he was returning to the 
West Coast to attend to his stable there. 
On Sunday. the day after the Derby, Tom- 
pion was back at the C. V. Whitney farm 
at Lexington to freshen up for a couple 
of weeks. He will miss the Preakness, but 
will be sent to J. J. Greely Jr. at Dela- 
ware Park to point for the Belmont Stakes. 

Jimmy Pitt made no excuses for Bally 
Ache. and was frank in expressing his 
admiration for the winner. “It was no 
disgrace to be beaten by Venetian Way 
today.” he said. “That’s all that happened 

we just got beat. Bally Ache ran a real 
good race. We'll be right there for the 
Preakness. Remember, we had a lot of 
experience in losing the big ones last 
year.” Bally Ache came out of the race 
in excellent condition and left for Pimlico 
by plane. along with Venetian Way, on 
Tuesday, May 10. 

From the outset of Venetian Way’s ca- 
reer he was a major worry to his trainer. 
who never knew from one race to the 
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For sustained excitment. there had 
been nothing in the life of John W. 
Greathouse to compare with Venetian 
Way’s victory in the Kentucky Derby. 
On Tuesday after the race. he still had 
not regained full control of himself. 

The handsome. 41-year-old Great- 
house. father of 5. bred the Derby win- 
ner at his Glencrest Farm. near Mid- 
way, Ky., and sold him at the 1958 
Keeneland summer sales to Isaac Blum- 
berg’s Sunny Blue Farm for $10.500. 

“Tl never forget that race as long 
as I live,” Greathouse said. “Since 
Churchill Downs 
doesn’t have any 
kind of award for 
the breeder—I don’t 
mean money, but a 
plaque or some- 
thing—I think Tl 
buy a_ half-dozen 
julep cups and 
have them en- 
graved. Something 
I can look at the 
rest of my life and 
remember.” 

The master of 
Glencrest — bought 
his first broodmare 
in 1946, the 5-year- 
old Lady Boswell. 
He bought her off 
the race track. as 
he later did with 
other mares, and in 
1949 she produced 
the good winner 
Apache Lady. Her 
fourth foal was the 
1954 Christiana 
Stakes winner 
Wreck Master. 

Firefly, dam of 
Venetian Way. he 
selected — from 
among 13 yearlings 
sold on July 30. 
1953, in a disper- 
sal of the estate of Joseph A. Good- 
win. She sold for $3,000 to Dr. Leo 
Villareal. with whom Greathouse had 
worked out an arrangement to take 
her after she had finished racing. The 
filly frequently raced for claiming 
prices. once as low as $2,000. 

Greathouse had been introduced by 
Clarkson Beard to Dr. Villareal. who 
had bid unsuccessfully on Wreck Mas- 
ter a few days before he and Great- 
house arranged to buy Firefly. 

And what if Firefly had been lost 
in a claiming race?

Greathouse shrugged. “Well. that 
would have finished that.” 

Greathouse has 15 mares at Glen- 
crest. “And I don’t want any more.” 
he said. “Well, I mean Ill have more 
only as I cull these.” 

He prefers maiden mares to any 
others, “because I'd rather make my 
own trouble.” 

There have been few troubles, and 
an uncommon amount of success. He 
has sent 19 yearlings through the sum- 
mer sales at Keeneland. and 18 of 
these have won. Three have been stakes 
winners. addi- 
tion to Venetian 
Way and Wreck 
Master, there was 
the top-class filly 
Pierpontella. a con- 
temporary of the 
Derby winner. 

Greathouse is 
content with his 
role as a_ market 
breeder. and does 
not intend to ex- 
pand as a_ stable 
owner. “Oh. some 
day I might like 
to race a filly. but 
that’s all.” 

In selecting stock. 
Greathouse is 
caught in the same 
pinch as most other 
breeders. He would 
like to have mares 
of good conforma- 
tion and with good 
racing class and 
family connections, 
but since these are 
difficult to come 
by. he has had to 
compromise. 

“T have to 
pay more attention 
to family.” he said. 
“Young maiden 
mares from good families. I wanted 
my father to buy a mare or two for 
me back before the war. when prices 
were down. but he couldn’t see it, so 
when I finally got into the sport it was 
in a high market.” 

In addition to supervising his horse 
operation, Greathouse shares with his 
father and 2 brothers. Leonard and 
William Greathouse, the management 
of 3,200 acres of farm land in Fayette. 
Lincoln. Scott, Franklin, and Wood- 
ford Counties. The family has a to- 
bacco warehouse in Lexington.

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next whether his charge would be up to 
a good performance. He bucked his shins 
3 times. he had constant difficulty with 
his stifles. and at one point in the fall 
of the year, he was so sore that he resent- 
ed anyone in his stall. While Warfare. 
Bally Ache. and Tompion were preparing 
for the crucial late-season events, Vene- 
tian Way was in too much discomfort even 
to go through his morning chores. Finally. 
in early November. veterinarians found a 
blind splint. which was fired. 

Venetian Way was sent out for the first 
time on February 24, 1959, at Hialeah 
Park. and he led all the way to win the 
3-furlong event by a half-length in :33%5. 
He had popped a splint earlier in his 
training. and he was in some discomfort 
after the race. A week later he was un- 
placed to Brud in a division of the Hia- 
leah Juvenile Stakes. and 9 days later. 
after Venetian Way had finished third to 
Niequest at Gulfstream Park, Sovinski 
applied a blister to the shins. 

The colt won at Washington Park on 
May 18, and on June 8 he bucked his 
shins while finishing third to Chuckabuck 
at 514 furlongs. Sovinski waited about 6 
weeks before giving Venetian Way his 
next race. and on July 20 at Arlington 
Park he came from far off the pace at the 
top of the stretch to finish second to Farm 
to Market in the 6-furlong George Woolf 
Memorial Stakes. 

Five days before the Arlington Park 
Futurity. Venetian Way again bucked. 
but his performance in the Futurity, con- 
tested over a slow track, was one of the 
most revealing of his 2-year-old season. 
Starting from the No. 19 post. the colt 
was forced to run on the outside all the 
way. finishing fifth. beaten about 51 
lengths by T. V. Lark. “The best horse 
didn’t win.” Sovinski said. 

Three weeks later, on August 24. Ve- 
netian Way won the 6-furlong Prairie 
State Stakes, contested over a slow track. 
and on September 5 he overcame Bally 
Ache in the last sixteenth of the 61- 
furlong Washington Park Futurity to win 
by a half-length in 1:1544, a fifth of a 
second faster than the track record. 

Venetian Way returned to the barn after 
the Futurity “so sore you couldn’t get 
near him.” Sovinski took him to Haw- 
thorne. where for a few days he worked 
satisfactorily. then went sore again. The 
trainer still had hopes of having him 
ready for the Garden State Stakes, but 
only twice in 6 weeks was he able to put 
him to work. 

“Then we found the blind splint, and 
that was it.” Sovinski said. “It took 5 of 
us to fire him. and he whipped all of us. 
... But the firing took, just perfectly.” 

But Venetian Way still was not out of 
the woods. On February 3, approximately 
60 days after his firing, Venetian Way 
was sent out for the 7-furlong Bahamas

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Stakes. He was within striking distance 
of Bally Ache’s pace for a half-mile, then 
tired badly to finish sixth. 

Two weeks later, in the Everglades 
Stakes. he was sixth again, in an even 
poorer performance. A veterinarian was 
called in, and a careful examination re- 
vealed a severe infestation of bloodworms. 

Venetian Way missed the Flamingo 
Stakes and was given several weeks to 
regain his strength. On March 26 he led 
all the way to win a 6-furlong race by 
5 lengths. in 1:08+45. 

Sovinski now thought the colt was 
ready for the Florida Derby, and Vene- 
tian Way and Bally Ache treated patrons 
of Gulfstream Park to one of the most 
stirring events of the Florida season. For 
the length of the stretch they had it out. 
At the wire it was Bally Ache. Venetian 
Way then was shipped to Keeneland. At 
Churchill Downs he finally made prophets 
of those who had been predicting. since 
the 6-furlong stage, that Bally Ache would 
never last for another furlong. 

The Preakness. however. would be an- 
other track. another race, and the bulldog 
under the Edgehill Farm colors would 
still have his supporters. 

Brightest name missing from the Derby 
roster was Warfare. The gray champion 
of last season’s 2-year-olds was at Combs 
and Hanes’ Log Cabin Stud at Lexing- 
ton to begin stud service when arrange- 
ments for his syndication have been com-

pleted. But California was to have other 
representation in the Preakness. T. V. 
Lark was already at Pimlico. and Mark 
Crawford, as confident as owners come. 
planned to send Flow Line to Baltimore 
after the Debonair Stakes of May 14 at 
Hollywood Park. Besides these. Francis S. 
and Never Give In were expected to join 
in the hunt for the Woodlawn Vase. 


The Winner’s Origins 


Sharing the reflected brilliance of 
Venetian Way’s triumph were a young 
breeder. a young stallion, a young mare. 
and a young sales company. If Hoop, Jr.. 
is counted. 5 winners of the Kentucky 
Derby in the last 16 have been 
obtained from the summer auctions of 
yearlings at Keeneland. Fred Hooper was 
making his first Thoroughbred purchase 
when he bought Hoop. Jr. for $10.200 in 
1943. The sale that year was under the 
auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company. 
The Breeders’ Sales Company was organ- 
ized in the fall of 1943. and it sold Jet 
Pilot for $41,000. Dark Star for $6.000. 
Determine for $12.000. and Venetian Way 
for $10.500.

After Never Too Late’s 2-length win in the One 
Thousand Guineas on April 29. it is difficult to vis- 
ualize Mrs. Howell Jackson’s filly being beaten in the 
Oaks on June 3. Mrs. Ralph Strassburger’s French- 
trained colt Angers is favorite at 7 to 1 for the Derby, 
with John McShain’s Irish-trained Die Hard a pop- 
ular fancy at 10 to 1; if either of these colts wins 
at Epsom on June 1, I shall look no further for the 
winner of the St. Leger at Doncaster in September. 

There is no doubt that Never Too Late is the best 
3-year-old filly in Europe, for this lovely dark chest- 
nut by Never Say Die out of *Gloria Nicky had not 
the slightest trouble in winning from Lady in Trouble 
and Running Blue. Never Too Late, at 20 to 1 during 
the winter months. started at 13 to 8 on, the shortest- 
priced winner of this race for many years. although 
these cramped odds were not the result of any support

from her owner, whose investment—the first she had 
made on any race—was £2. 

Immediately after the One Thousand Guineas, 
Never Too Late was made favorite at 2 to 1 for the 
Oaks, but I shall be surprised if more than even 
money is available on the day of the race. 

Although she was never in danger of defeat, there 
was a touch of drama about Never Too Late’s victory. 
Just as she was entering the final furlong with the 
situation well in hand, it could be seen that Roger 
Poincelet was not exactly at ease. A closer look re- 
vealed that his saddle had slipped back and was 
turning round as well. If there had been another 
100 yards to go, the weight cloth might well have 
slipped off and the filly would have been disqualified. 

It transpired that a bulky English-type saddle pad 
had been used to make up the necessary weight. This, 
and the shape of Never Too Late’s withers. which are 
not pronounced, caused the saddle to roll. Trainer 
Etienne Pollet had realized this when he saddled the 
filly, but as Poincelet had weighed out with this pad. 
it was too late to substitute a more suitable one. 

After the race. Mrs. Jackson. whose courageous
